Sow 200 0f Grain Grower per acre broad 
cast aud drop a table spoonful of Bone blood and Potash in each hill. The fertilizer 
warms up the ground and makes the corn earlier. The crop of Sweet Corn is very short. 
Our supply of eastern grown seed will be limited. For the last two years the vitality of 
Sweet Corn has been low, while in a green house test it would germinate all right, yet if 
sown outside when the conditions were unfavorable the germination would be poor, and we 
have no reason to expect different results this spring unless 'we have a warm spring. Sub- 
ject to being sold out.
